Washington, May 25.—Attorney- 
General Daugherty himself will direct 
the prosecution of war fraud cases, 
alleged delay in which has been the 
subject of criticism in congress. 
Daugherty made this announcement 
late Thursday, after he had again 
heen assailed from the floor of the 
senate. At the same time he answered 
some of the attacks directed against 
him. 


He decided, it was said, that the | 


werk would proceed more satisfactori- 
ly if he personally took charge, with 
a number of “distinguished lawyers” 
working under him. Funds thus sa ved 
are to be used in “actual prosecution” 
of the cases. 

Assistants Named. 

Daugherty’s principal assistant will 
be Representative C. Frank Reavis, 
vf Nebraska, who will resign his seat 
in congress in order to prosecute the 
war grafters. Reavis was chairman 
of a subcommittee of the house of 
which investigated war contracts, 
whose work was a part of the war in- 
vestigation conducted by the famous 
Graham committee. This committee 
gathered 18 volumes of testimony; 
Peavis’ subcommittee was one of five, 
end concerned itself with contracts of 
every sort. 

_ Reavis will have charge of cases 
relating to the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment. 

Another of Daugherty’s assistants 
will be former Representative Roscoe 
C. McCullough, of Ohio, who was the 
rafiking meniber of the committee that 
investigated campe and cantonments. 
He will direct cases of this sort.

The work of investigating and 
collecting evidence in the so-called war 
contract cases has been carried on 
under my direction, with the assist- 
ance of the regular force in the de- 
partment, ever since I became attor- 
ney-general. 

Work Accomplished.

Millionaire Put 
Behind Jail Bars 
In Killing Case 


Official Disbelief in Fantas- 
tic Tale of Blackmail 
Seen in Rearrest. 


White Plains, May 25.—For the 
first time since he admitted, three 
days ago, that he shot and killed 
Clarence Peters, an ex-marine, and 
left his body in a lonely roadway 
near the Kensico reservoir, where it 
was found six days later, Walter 8. 
Ward, son of the multi-millionaire 
Baker, is in a jail cell. 

Released on $10,000 bail after his 
first surrender to the sheriff of West- 
chester county, Ward was arrested 
Thursday night on a short affidavit 
sworn out by District Attorney Fred- 
erick E. Weeks, backed by an order 
issued by Supreme Court Justice A. 
H. F. Seeger, and, after a confer- 
ence with his attorneys, was led away 
to his cell. 

Issuance of Weeks’ affidavit is con- 
sidered tantamount to an official dec- 
laration of disbelief in Ward's fantas- 
tic tale of blackmail, by which fe 
says he was frightened out of $30,000 
by Peters and two other men before 
he fired the shot that ended the life 
of one of his assailants. 


Many Questions Asked. 
The course pursued not only by 
Ward, but by the Westchester authort- 


ties, with whom Ward has been on 
friendly terms by virtue of his hold- 
ing office as chairman of the police 
board of New Rochelle, has amazed

Why did Ward wait six days before 
giving himself up? 

What did the blackmailers hold as 
a club over Ward’s head, by which 
they were able to extort $30,000 from 
him? 

Where are the two men, Charley 
Ross“ and “Jack,” alleged to have 
been associated with Peters in the 
blackmail scheme? 


ö Why had Ward been released on 
$10,000 bail—in view of. the eres f 
taet that he had once attempted sui- 


cide? 

Why were there no signs of the 
struggle described by Ward at the 
scene of the slaying? 

And a number of other questions, 
a majority of which are still unan- 
swered. 


Held Without Bail. 

In his affidavit, District Attorney 
Weeks declared that he was “not sat- 
isfied. that Ward killed Peters in 
self-defense,” and asked that Ward be 
held without bail. Shortly after 6 
o clock, the millionaire slayer himself 
drove to the courthouse in his own 
car, a big sedan, said to be the auto- 
mobile in which he and Peters, nine 
days ago, drove to the scene of the 
killing. He walked into the sheriff's 
office and closed the door. Later his 
attorneys appeared and an extended 
conference was held with the county 
officials. 

It was announced, two hours after- 
ward, that the young man’s attorneys 
will ask for a writ of habeas corpus 
Friday morning. 

In the meantime, state and local 
police and private investigators were 
digging into every phase of Ward's 
story, little closer to the solution than 
they have been since the body of 
Peters was discovered. Ward and his 
attorneys have succeeded in concealing 
every vestige of information that 
would reveal the basis of Peters’ al-

CECIL LEADS FIGHT 
ON PREMIER’S POLICY 


But Thundering. Answers 
of Little Welshman 
Again Drive Critics of 
Administration to Cover. 


London, May 25.—(By the Asso- 

ciated Press.)—Once again Lloyd 
George appeared in the house of com- 
mons today to render as prime minis- 
ter an account of his stewardship at 
Genoa, and once again, after a precise 
and carefully worded statement and 
an eloquent rebuttal of criticisms di- 
rected against him, he received the 
support of the house in what is con- 
sidered the equivalent of another 
vote of confidence. 
The house by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of 235 to 26 rejected an amend- 
ment, moved by Rupert Gwynne, 
unionist, to the motion on which the 
debate was based as a means of ex- 
pressing the dissatisfaction of the 
house with the premier’s exposition. 
Mr. Gwynne had been most vehement 
in his denunciations of the govern- 
ment, asserting that the premier had 
spoken only of what might have hap- 
pened at Genoa, not what really did 
happen there. 

For an hour and a half the pre- 
mſer gave a calm exposition of the 
conference proceedings, to which the 
veteran, Herbert H. Asquith, the la- 
bor leader; John Robert Clynes, and 
Lord Robert Cecil replied, criticizing 
the six weeks’ session at Genoa as 


toward the rehabilitation of Europe. 


Thunders Answers. 

The criticism aroused the premier 
and he thandered answers toward the 
opposition benches. After a spirited 
scene in the crowded house, amid hand- 
clapping and shouting at the passage 
between the premier and Lord Robert 
Cecil, Lloyd George’s second speech 
‘ended dramatically ag he silenced the 
house and solemnly proclaimed a pol- 
icy of co-operation with the French 
democracy. There were loud cheers 
as he resumed his seat. 

The debate, which followed the 

prime minister’s speech, brought many 
allusions to the relations between 
England and France, which are ex- 
citing greater contentioug feelings be- 
tween the different sections of the 
house than even the policy toward 
Russia. Mr. Lloyd George displayed 
great impatierice with those critics 
who advocated--going along without 
France as he exclaimed : 
“You cannot settle the reparations 
question unlesg you carry the judg- 
ment of France along with you, and 
you cannot do that by flouting the 
Versailles treaty and trying to ignore 
France.” s 


Asquith Replies. 
Mr. Asquith, who spoke after the 
premier’s récital of the Genoa events, 
thought Mr. Lloyd George had pro- 
vided the bolsheviki with high au- 
thority for the principle that a basis 
for conservative society in Russia 
might be found in the adoption of a

Washington, May 25.—Republican 

leaders in the senate are prepared to 
adopt heroic measures to expedite the 
tariff bill and other business before 
the upper chamber. 

They hope to curb the endless flow 
of oratory that has accompanied con- 
sideration of the tariff during the past 
six weeks by the imposition of a elo- 
ture rule. They will force sens tors to 
attend sessions, having them arrested 
by the sergeant-at-arms if this be- 
comes necessary. And they will en- 
deavor to keep extraneous matters 
from being brought up. 

A republican caucus, meeting Thurs- 
day, adopted a resolution presented by 
Senator Curtis of Kansas, declaring 
that there has been “much larger ab- 
senteeism than is justified,” and set- 
ting forth the importance of attend- 
ance, The chairman was instruvted 
to inform senators absent from the 
city, and those who have been raissing 
roll callg, that it was imperative that 
they attend. 
if absentees fail or refuse te report | 


de taken to have the sergeant-at-arms 
compel the attendance of such sen- 
tors.” 

Senator Kellogg of Minnessota, 
charged the democrats are filibuster 
ing and proposed an amendment to 
the rules which would make it pos- 
sible for a majority to impose a gag 
rule, where two-thirds is now required. 
The object would be to invoke the 
rule on the tariff bill. 

The proposed change aroused some 
criticism among the republicans. As 
a consequence, it was decided another 
caucus should be held Saturday, at 
which time it would be decided 
whether to attempt to force the cloture 
through the senate. Democrats served 
notice they would oppose it with all 
their power, and hotly denied the ac- 
cusation that they are filibustering. 

Details of Change. 

Kellogg’s amended rule would make 
it obligatory for the senate to vote on 
the question of cloture, to be applied 
to revenue and appropriation bills, on 
motion of 16 senators. It a majority 
approved, no senator could speak more 
than an hoiir on the bill, and not more 
than ten minutes on an amendment. 
Debate would be confined to the sub- 
ject before the senate; no dilatory mo- 
tions or amendments would be per- 
mitted. Points of order and appeals 
would not be debatable. 

if republicans try to force the rule 
through the .senate, democratic lead- 
ers predict a filibuster. They as- 
sert they would be joined by a num- 
ber of republicans, and could defeat 
the amendment. The rule is much 
more stringent than the one now in 
force, which is rarely invoked be- 
cause of hostility to any limitation 
of debate, and the fact that a two- 
thirds majority is required. Unlike 
the house, the senate rarely assents 
to any attempt to curtail debate.

The war finance corporation, 
through Georgia banks, has loaned 
many millions of dollars to farmers 
of this state for financing and ex- 
porting of crops, and Mr. Meyer’s 
highly optimistic remarks were plainly 
indicative that he is pleased with the 
busines condition of the cotton belt 
and ofthe entire south. The rapid 
progréss of this section of the coun- 
try and of the entire nation in gen- 
eral, was a subject of comment by Mr. 
Meyer in conversation with local and 
visiting members of the bankers’ con- 
vention, and his tone Thursday was 
generally conceded to be one of the 
most optimistic ever assumed by a na- 
tionally famous financier in address- 
ing an Atlanta assemblage. 

In addition Mr. Meyer warmly in- 
dorsed the Georgia Co-operative Cot- 
ton Marketing association and urged 
bankers of this section to devote 
n.ore thought and time to all organ- 
izations the purpose of which is to 
aid the agricultural industry. 

Confidence Is Needed.

Greeley’s Statement. 


“The increasing public interest in 
forestry which is being shown in 
Georgia gives most hopeful promise 
that your state will soon take its 
place with those which have made 
definite provision for perpetuating 
their timber supplies. What Georgia 
does with its valuable forest resources, 
though of first concern to its own 
citizens, *s also of decided importance 
outside tic state. Our country is 
drawing on its forests four times as 
fast as they grow. It has seen one 
great lumber region after another de- 
pleted, and now has half its remain- 
ing original supply in the three Pacific 
states. Yet the bulk of our lumber 
cut is consumed east of the Missis- 


ippi. 

„It is scarcely possible to overesti- 
mate the importance to the nation of 
the forest resources of the south. No 
other region produces such a variety 
of forest products capable of supply- 
ing almost every need of American 
industry. But. rgia’s great forest 
industries are on the wane. In the 
past ten years the lumber cut has 
fallen off a full third; within the last 
23 years, naval stores production has 
decreased three-fourths. The area of 
virgin timber has also been reduced to 
little more than one million acres, or 
one-twentieth of the original forest 
wealth of the state. Five million 
acres of forest land have been swept 
by fire within the last half decade. 

“The successful solution of Geor- 
gia's forestry problem will depend

Turning to Woodlands. 


According to J. Phil Campbell, di- 
rector of extension for the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture, who has 
just returned from a trip through 
the southern part of the state, the 
farmers of many regions are turning 


to their woodlands as a _ principal 


means of support because of the de- 
struction of their cotton crops by the 
boll weevil. 

“Practically the only industry left 
in some ccunties,” said Mr. Campbell 
upon his return, “is the lumber indus- 
try which has taken a great spurt 
since the damage of the boll weevil. 
The peopl seem to feel like it is all 
they have left with which to sustain 
themselves during the period of read- 
justment in their farming methods.” 

Despite the fact that all the old 
growth forests in many of these coun- 
ties have been removed, Mr. Camp- 
bell believes there are still great op- 
portunities for maintaining a pros- 
perous lumber industry in southern 
Georgia. He points to the fact that 
there are millions of acres of young 


‘growth pine and he believes that if 


fires can be controlled and turpentin- 
ing postponed until these young 
trees become lurger, there will be as 
much wealth in the pine lands as has 
been taken out. 

“The stump seems to be coming into 
its own,” observed Mr. Campbell. “By 
using the stump and ope for turpen- 
tine, rosin, il and pulp wood, the 
southern part of the state still has 
great possibilities in forestry. It will 
take regulation, however, as well as 
education to save from total destruc- 
tion the young yellow pine trees of 
the coastal plains area.”

Her physical condition et this time 
naturally is such that she is unable 
to perform any arduous work, but 
she struggled along as best she could, 
trying to provide food and a bed for 
herself and young child without out- 
side aid.

They immediately sent her to the 
American Rescue Workers where 
emergency cases are cared for. 

Efforts have been made to locate 
the husband, but no trace of him can 
be found.

When asked about the case, Colonel 
Horace Burton, head of the emergency 
home, said: “We never turn a desti- 
tute case away from our door. We 
take unfortunate men, women and 
children in here and look after their 
welfare until the emergency is passed 
or some permanent arrangements can 
be made.’

BANKS LOSE FIGHT 
ON PAR CLEARANCE 


Raleigh, N. C., May 25.—Two hun- 
dred and sixty-five or more state 
banks and trust companies in North 
Carolm Wednesday lost their fight 


against par clearance with the fed- 
eral reserve bank when the supreme 
court filed an opinion written by 
Chief Justice Walter Clark, holding 
that the act of the legislature of 1921 
authorizing exchange and payment by 
draft is in conflict with the federal 
statute and thereby invalid. 

The opinion of the supreme court 
Was a eversal of the action of Judge 
Webb in issuing a restraining order 
to prevent the Federal Reserve bank, 
of Richmond, Va., from refusing to 
accept exchange drafts drawn by the 
North Carolina banks not members of 
the federal reserve system, for less than 
the fa value of the checks pre- 
sented and from returning as dishon- 
ored checks drawn by depositors upon 
the plantiff banks which had been 

resented at their counters by the 

edera. Reserve bank of Richmond, 
but for which the plaintiffs had been 
tendered drafts for less amounts drawn 
by them upon their respective reserve 
deposits. 


Opinion of Justice. 


Said the chief justice in his opin- 
ion: 
No act of this state can authorize 
the drawee bank to pay less than the 
face amount of check drawn upon it 
by its depositor or to remit its check 
in payment or pay it otherwise than 
in lega tender money. Nor can it 
require th. federal reserve bank to 
pay a fee in that the bank may re- 
mit less than the face value of the 
check when the federal statute for- 
bids s: a charge. 

“It is true that the federal reserve 
bank as holder of the checks has no 
contract rights with the drawee bank 
until the check is presented, but as 
holder, it can require payment of the 
face amount o? the check in legal ten- 
der, an under the act of congress it 
can not pay a deduction of that face 
value by accepting a remittance to 
the federal reserve bank for less.” 


Decision of Importance, 

The North Carolina decision is con- 
sidered here to be of far-reaching im- 
portance in that, in substance and 
practical) effect, it amounts to a hold- 
ing that states can not, by legislative 
enactment—at least not by statutes 
such as these—prevent the federal re- 
serve banks from putting into force 
their program of par clearance, a. they 
are required to do by the federal re- 
serve act. 

It will be recalled that a large num- 
ber of banks in the Atlanta Federal 
Reserve bank district brought suit 
some years ago against the Federal 
Reserve bank of Atlanta, wherein they 
sought to enjoin the latter bank from 
putting into effect its program of par 
collection in the sixth federal reserve 
district. The case was decided in fa- 
vor of the federal reserve bank, and 
was appealed through the various 
courts to the federal supreme court, 
which in the main upheld the decision 
of the lower courts, but ordered a 
rehearing of the case on its merits. 

This case was tried on its merits 
in January of this year in Atlanta 
and in March the same was decided 
in favor of the Federal Reserve bank 
of Atlanta on all essential points by 
the late Beverly D. Evans, judge of 
the United States court for the south- 
ern district of Georgia. 


Issues Were Different. 


The issues in the suit brought by 
the country banks in Georgia, which, 
as stated, was decided-in favor of the 
Federal Reserve bank of Atlanta by 
the late Judge Evans, were different 
in some respects from the es 
which were involved in the case just 
decided by the supreme court of North 
Carolina. 

In the Atlanta case the attack 
wus made directly on the par collec- 
tion provisions of the federal reserve 
act itself, whereas in the North Caro- 
lina case the attack was-made on the 
constitutionality of the North Caro- 
lina statute passed by the legislature 
of that state expressly for the pur- 
pose of giving state banks in North 
Carolina the right to deduct collec- 
tion charges, notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of the federal reserve act. 

The two suits, while somewhat dif- 
ferent in the precise points involved, 
yet in fact both involve practically 
the same thing: the par collection 
program of the federal reserve system. 
Judge Evans held in the Atlanta case 
that the — collection provisions of 
the federal reserve act was a valid law. 
and that the program which had been 


Mr, | instituted by the officers of the Fed- 


er Reserve bank of Atlanta in car- 
rying that law into effect was like- 
wise valid and lawful. : 

The North Carolina supreme court 
holds that the statute passed by the 
legislature of that state was in contra- 
vention of the provisions and princi- 
ples of che federal reserve act in the 
matter of par collections, and for that 
reason was unconstitutional and void, 
because in confliet with the aforemen- 
tioned sections of the constitution of 
the United States.

nkers, but to the public generally 
as well—or at least to-that portion 
thereof which do business with the 
banks and pay their bills by checks 
drawn thereon. 


Former A tlantan 
Jailed on Charge 
Of DiamondT heit 


New Orleans, La., May 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)— Edward D. Blackwell, 25-year- 
sid war veteran and real estate man 
of Atlanta, alleged by police to be a 
fugitive from justice there, was af 
rested here today and charged with 
the daylight theft of a $3,500 diamond 
from a downtown jewelry store. 

“Two years ago my husband was 
a successful real estate man,” Mrs. 
Blackwell said, after she was reléased 
from prison to take care of her two 
children, one a baby and the other 3 
years old. “The drug habit got the 
best of him; he was arrested and 
yumped his bond in Atlanta after he 
had been sentenced to thirteen months 
in the federal prison.” 

Blackwell, according to his wife, 
iost thousands of dollars in real estate 
investments in Atlanta. 3 
‘coined money, she said, but 
‘sunk it all, including $35,000 Mrs. 
blackwell had received as damages 
in an accident suit. ne. 

Monday, according to the police, 
Blackwell went into the New 
jewelry store and asked to look at 
vuluable diamonds. When the clerk’s 
back was turned, Blackwell grabbed 
one of the stones and ran from the 
store, the police charge. 

A search was instituted and Mr. 
and Mrs. Blackwell were arres 
They were living in the St. Charles 
hotel. They were identified by clerks, 
and police say they found the diamond 
in Blackwell's pocket. Blackwell and 
bis wife were taken to the 
prison and charged with grand lar- 
ceny. A 
hen it was discovered the two chil- 
dren were in the hotel, in the care of 
& maid. 

“The baby is crying for its mother,” 
the warden and the chief of police 
were told. . 

Assuming all responsibility, the of- 
ficials ordered the woman released, 
under guard, and she was retu 
to her children. 

“Before I married my husband 
was a trained nurse in Youngstown, 
Ohio,” Mrs. Blackwell said. “I was 
in an accident and got a verdict. for 
$35,000. I met Edward in Atlanta 
later and we were maried. Then came 
the war. He went overseas with the 
117th depot brigade. He was wound- 
ed and shell-shocked in the Argonne, 
and while in the hospital was given 
morphine to ease his pain. 

“He contracted the drug habit and 
kept it up after he got back—first in 
small doses, and then more, and final- 
ly in Atlanta he was arrested. 

“He had been in the real estate 
business there. He made plenty of 
money at the start, but lost it all in 
bad investments. Then he lost my 
$35,000, and I sold my two automo- 
biles and jewelry. lost that 
money, teo. 

“He was sentenced to serve thirteen 
months in the federal prison. My 
baby was about to be born and the 
officials released him on bond. He 
jumped the bond and we went to Bir- 
mingham. We were almost caught 
there, and Edward escaped te New 
Orleans: I came later. 

“I do not believe he stole the dia- 
mond. I am going to stick to him, and 
even if he is found guilty I am goi 
to be waiting when he gets out. I’ 
probably return to Atlanta to wait 
for him if they put him in the pen 
tentiary there.” 

Blackwell refused to talk. He ad- 
mitted, however, that be was a drug 
addict.

MINIATURE CRAFT 
MEET IN-RACES 
THIS YEAR 


New York, May 25.—Much more 
thrilling and amusing than the peri- 
odie international yachting races for 
the America’s cup, for which Sir 
Thomas Lipton challenges frequently, 
an international yachting race will be 
held June 8, 9 and 10, in the deep 
water of Manhasset bay, of Bayside, 
between miniature eraft, measuring 
only six and seven feet from stem to 
stern. 

It will be the first international 
miniature yachting race in which the 
United States ever has participated, 
model sailing not having much popu- 
larity here until last year, when 
W. T. Daniels, of London, havin 
won European tournaments severa 
times, elaimed the championship of 
the world. 

The boats, which are limited to a 
‘ength of 45 inches on the waterline, 
are too small to carry a helsman, so 
the skipper trudges along in an espe- 
cially built skiff. easily handled and 
turned, from which he mans the sails, 
tacking and reefing.

Memphis, Tenn., May 24.—Clem 
Powers, 45, printer, of Memphis, was 
struck and almost instantly killed, 
and Louis Klem, 12, sustained in- 
juries from which he later died as 
the result of a series of automobile 
accidents here today.

“The stand-patters even now are de- 
fending the waste that occurred in the 
building of the cyclorama, although 
the general council is on record con- 
demning the methods adopted by the 
erty in building this cyclorama. — 

“When it was found by the finance 
committee at the beginning of this 
year that the cyclorama had cost more 
than $100,000 and was still incom- 
plete, it was decided that no appro- 
priation should be made to complete 
it unless a contract was fet. In the 
budget for 1922 it is provided that 
there is an appropriation to complete 
the cyclorama of $33,644, and in mak- 
ing this appropriation the finance com- 
mittee said: 

This appropriation is made avail- 
uble on the following conditions: Pro- 
vided that a contract is made on 
fixed price basis after bids have been 
duly advertised for, contract awarded 
and contractor has maae sufficient 
bend to cover same.’ 

Report Is Accepted. 

“The report of the finance commit- 
tee in this respect was adopted by the 
council, This itself is a condemnation 
greater than any of the Atlanta plan 
advocates have made of the inefficien- 

y of the present governmest. 

“These gentlemen of the stand-pat 
party also seek to defend the public 
comfort building, which, they say, cost 
about $52,000. They seek to justify 
this cos* by saying the building was 
built at a time of high prices. Even 
with high prices, it is not believed 
that the cost was justified, but if it 
were, there was no reason why the 
building should be constructed during 
such high prices. 

“One of the advocates of the stand- 
pat crowd has sought to arouse preju- 
dice against the advocates of the At- 
lanta plan by claiming that such plan 
is supported only by women and ne- 
groes. It is to the credit of the At- 
lanta plan that the intelligent women 
who have made a study of municipal 
affairs are supporting it, and it is 
cruel and unfair to couple these pa- 
triotic women with the negro voters. 


As to Negro Vote. 

“The two precincts in which the ne- 
gro votes predominated are precinct B 
in wards 1 and 4. In precinct B of the 
first ward the present charter got 16 
votes, the Choate charter 93 and the 
Atlanta or Watkins charter 6; in pre- 
cinct B of the fourth ward the present 
charter got 38 votes, the Choate char- 
ter 258, and the Atlanta or Watkins 
charter 20 votes. 

“There is nothing to indicate that 
any of the small number of votes re- 
ceived by the Atlanta-Watkins plan 
represented the vote of the negroes. 
There is no objection to the negroes 
voting their sentiment, but certainly 
there is nothing to indicate that there 
is any number of negroes supporting 
the Atlanta plan.” 

Statement by Gordon. 

“Just how the advocates of the 
Watkins-Atlanta plan charter expect 
to increase the efficiency of our city 
government and make.such a plan ac- 
ceptable and satisfactory to the people 
of Atlanta, I can not foresee or un- 
derstand,” said Councilman R. A. Gor- 
don, who has just returned from a ten 
days’ p through the east and west. 

“There certainly doesn’t seem to be 
any great clamor for a change in our 
city governmental affairs, judging 
from the light vote recently and con- 
sidering the big registration,” contin- 
ued Mr. Gordon. “I expect to take 
an active hand for the few days left 
to bring success to our present plan, 
because I believe it far better than 
the Watkins plan. It is decidedly 
more representative, it is in closer 
touch with the people, and I know 
it is now—and has been in the past— 
clean, honestly and efficiently admin- 


istered. The great growth and pros- 


rity of Atlanta testifies to this. If

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the best the city ever had.“ But it 
would not have had not he had 
a general council that was just as 
anxious for progress as he was, and 
that worked in harmony with him. 
In fact, the general council originated 
and put through many fine improve- 
ments and benefits for the eity. That 
doesn’t look like we are working un- 
der an old, ramshackled charter, 
does it? 
In Hands of Receiver. 

“Can anybody point to any city 
in this country that has gone bnak- 
rupt under the general representative 
plan, such as ours? Look at Nash- 
ville, Tenn, A few years ago she 
went into the hands of a receiver un- 
der such a plan—or a similar pian— 
as the change now being urged for 
Atlanta. On the train the other day 
two responsible, intelligent-looking 
gentlemen told me that every effort 
was now being made to have the gov- 
ernor of Alabama call an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature to do away 
with the commission plan for Bu- 
mingham. Of course, doubtless there 
are some who still like it, but it 
shows a constant unrest on the part 
of the people to get out from unaer 


commission and similar plans of city | 


governrment. 

“Another thing, the old plan of 
33 aldermen and councilmen—with 
perhaps three more added soon— 
makes a representative body of men 
that insures honesty and the impos- 
sibility of trickery, graft and chicane- 
ry in city government affairs. It is 
much easier to pull a ‘crooked deal’ 
with a handful of men, if there is a 
dis sition to do it, than where 30 
or 40 men are concerned. A few 
men can get their heads togetber and 
connive wondrously, but you can’t 
‘line up’ a big representative body. 
Somebody will ‘break over.’ That 
makes the larger body safer. It may 
work a little slower—it may be a lit- 
tle more cumbersome—but it’s a darn 
sight safer. 

“Then this idea of a city manager, 
leaving a mayor who is just a pret- 
ty fellow, who can sit up in his of- 
fice and receive visitors, and make a 
few welcoming addresses to conven- 
tions, while some stranger, perhaps, 
runs the affairs of the city, doesn’t 
appeal to me—and I don’t believe it’s 
going to appeal to any great number 
of people on the 30th of May. Haven’t 
we got brains enough to run our city? 
Do we have to send away off some- 
where to get a fellow who doesn’t 
know our people, our conditions, our 
troubles and our joys—who is not in 
sympathy with our ideals or acquaint- 
ed with our environments— to tell us 
how to manage the affairs of At- 
lanta? How many of the humblest 
citizens of our various wards would 
ever have an opportunity to see and 
discuss little vexatious governmental 
troubles with him? None. It would 
take a crowbar, a full dress suit and 
a silk shirt to get into him. How 
would the people be in direct touch 
with the government under such a 
plan as this Watkins charter pro- 
vides? What good does it do you to 
know who is responsible for a thing, 
when you can’t reach that respon- 
sible head to discuss it with him? 


School Teachers. 


“The school teachers—some of 
them—and other good women are 
much concerned about our schools. So 
am I. So are all the men in the 
general council. We have taken good 
care of them. They will continue to 
be taken care of under the old plan. 
Cannot these strong school advocates 
hope for as much—for as many 
friends—among a big body of 33 or 
36 men as they could hope to have 
among only 11 men? : 

“The schools are never going to 
lack for support. They will always 
have mine as long as I am in public 
office, but there areo ther very im- 
portant departments—sewers, streets, 
office, but there are other very im- 
that must not be overlooked or sac- 
rificed. The women—and they seem 
to be the chief backers of the Wat- 
kins plan—need not ever fear about 
the schools under the old charter 
plan, They have always had—always 
will have—the sympathy, support 
and co-operation of councilmen and 
aldermen under the old plan. They 
are too vital to the city to be neg- 
lected in the slightest. 

“I certainly hope to see the old 
charter plan achieve a victory at the 
polls next Tuesday, and shall do what 
I can to that end.”

FUNERAL SERVICES 
FOR I. O. WALKER 
HELD IN PADUCAH 


Funeral services for Isaac Osburn 
Walker, for years a resident of At- 
lanta, and a widely-known retired of- 
ficial of the Nusuville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroad, who died 
Tuesday morning at a private hos- | 
pital here, were conducted ‘thursday 
afternoon in Paducah, Ky., where for 
several years he was stationed with 
the N., C. & St. L. 

Mr. Walker retired from active 
duty in railroad work last February 
utter having rendered more titan 36 
yeas of service with the N., C. & St. 
IL. railroad system. He had held the 
position of office engineer in Nash- 
ville for several years prior to his 
retirement. 

In addition to being a life member 
of the American Railway Bridge and 
Puilding association, he was a Scot- 
tish Rite Mason, holding membership 
in Menah temple, at Nashville. 

Mr. Walker was regarded as one 
of the most efficient railroad authori- 
ties in the.south and was acknowl- 
edged as one of the foremost officials 
with the N., C. & St. L. railroad. He 
was graduated from the University 
of Michigan in the class of 1883 with 
a B. S. degree in engineering, and 
entered municipal construction work 
shortly after receiving his diploma. 
Three years later he accepted a po- 
sition with a railroad and continued 
in that capacity until his health broke 
dawn several months ago, forcing him 
‘o retire. 

In addition to graduating with 
honors in engineering, Mr. Walker 
was especially interestéd in mathe 
maties and languages. He was ten- 
dered the chair of mathematics in a 
western university several years fol- 
lowing his graduation, but declined 
to leave his work with the railroad. 
He is survived by his widow: two 
*ixters, Mrs. M. A. Blair, of Santa 
Rarbara.

tive Cotton Marketing association 
and all such organizations that have 
sprung into existence in the south re- 
eently. They are, to my mind, the 
greatest organizations for the salva- 
tion of the agriculturists in the south 
that have ever come into existence, 
It would be good for you bankers to 
devote more thought and time to these 
organizations. ~ 

“I believe I am safe in saying that 
future prospects. for. normal business 
and production are brighter at this. 
time than any period in the last two 
years. Business is certainly well on 
the upgrade everywhere, : and we 
should all face the future with utmost 
confideuee.” 

Mr. McOord, the last formal speak- 
er at the banquet, delved into the 
reactionary effects of the nationwide 
business depression which has been 
felt over the country during the last 
eighteen months, and in a lengthy talk 
told of the relation of the federal re- 
serve system to the general banking 
operations. 

“In my opinion the greatest noed 
now is the restoration of confidence,” 
Mr. McCord declared. “We all admit 
that the farmer lost heavily in the 
reduction of prices of his products; 
that the cost of producing crops was 
high, due to the price of labor at that 
time: but we must take into consid- 
eration the fact that other people 
lost as well as the farmer. The manu- 
facturer, the investor in stocks and 
bonds lost; in fact there was depres- 
sion around the entire zlobe, first 
starting in Japan with the eilk in- 
dustry and then the boycott by China 
of her products. 

Wave Reaches U. S. 

“The wave swept on from country 
to country, until it finally reached the 
United States, which was in better 
position to stand the strain than any 
of the others. To my mind the best 
way to get out of these difficulties 
is to unite on some noble purpose, 
for some grand achievement. Atestore 
confidence in the country. 

“I think that we bankers and mer- 
chants. have gone just a little beyond 
our sphere in giving advice to the 
farmer. I am led to believe that this 
advice is not given purely for the 
farmer’s sake but that the merchant 
and banker want the farmer to get in 
such position as to relieve them of 
their own difficulties. Put yourself 
in the position of the farmer, with 
everyone coming to you and telling 
you what to do. Wouldn't it run you 
mad? Let us remember that John 
Smith, living down on Rocky Ford 
creek, has been raising crops for 
years; that he has had his years of 
plenty and lean years; he has a 
thrifty soul and while it is true that 
he may have lost money the last two 
or three years, he is a thrifty soul, 
is willing to work and will try to liqui- 
date all of his obligations which he 
knows are just and which he intends 
to pay.”

“Co-operative Advertising,” in which 
he voiced the same sentiment as Mr. 
McCord with regard to the restora- 
ticn of confidence in all industry to 
bring about erstwhile prosperity.
